with Peter Schoeffer, having, in 1462, printed off a con- 
fiderable oumber of copies of the bible :o imitate thole 
which were commonly fold in manufcipt, undertook the 
fale of them at Paris, where the art of printing was then 
utknown, At firlt he fold his copies for fo high a {um as 
§00 or 600 crowns, the prices ufuslly demanded by the 
feribes, He afterwards lowered his price to 60 crowns, 
which created univerfal aflonitiment; bat when he pro- 
. duced copies as they was wanted, and lowered the price 
to thirty crowns, allyParis was agitated, The uniformity 
of the copies increafed the wonder; information was giv- 
en into the police agaipft him as a magician; his lodgings 


were fearched ; and a great number of copies being found, | 


they were feized ; the red ink with which they were em- 
bellithed, was faid to be bis blood ; it was lerioufly ad- 
judged that he was in /€ague with the devil; and if he bad
